This  is  a profusely  illustrated.  66  page,  bound  book,  which 
gives  the  average,  sdnimun,  wholesale  values  for  all  Latin 
American  coins  which  are  presently  in  demand  by  the  dealers 
of  foreign  coins  In  the  United  States.  The  book  covers  the 
1742  to  1969  era  and  is  bilingual  (English  and  Spanish). 


Although  the  book  is  useful  for  any  numismatist,  it  is  pri- 
marily written  for,  and  directed  to.  Coindealers,  Coinshow 
"bargain  hunters”;  people  who  wish  to  sell  Latin  American 
coins  to  dealers,  and  people  who  live  in  or  who  travel 
frequently  to  Latin  Aawrica. 

All  South  and  Central  American  countries  are  very  completely 
covered  and  coins  are  listed  by  both  date  and  mintmark. 

They  are  also  listed  exactly  the  way  the  denomination  appears 
on  the  coin,  an  aid  to  beginners. 

The  price  of  the  book  is  U.S.  $1*50  by  prepaid  surface  mail, 
or  U.S.  $2.00  by  prepaid  airmail.  Dealers  may  Inquire  for 
quantity  discounts.

This  booklet  gives  a complete  listing  of  the  known  varieties 
of  Venetian  coins  struck  for  their  occupation  of  Cyprus.  The 
author  progresses  from  a brief  history  of  the  island  into  a 
discussion  of  the  coin  denominations  and  a catalog  of  77  var- 
ieties of  the  Venetian  issues.  Including  the  selge  pieces  of 
Famagusta  (1570-71).  A rarity  guide  completes  the  catalog. 

This  book  should  be  welcomed  bv  all  collectors  of  modern  coins 
for  it  fills  a long  felt  need  for  such  information,  inform- 
ation on  late-medieval  or  early  sradern  coins  is  found  mostly 
in  expensive  specialists  catalogs,  mostly  Inaccessible  to 
the  collector  of  moderate  means.  Such  Information  in  the 
English  language  is  rare.  —Patrick  D.  Hogan—

Durrani  Emnlrf: 


The  Durrani  Empire  of  Afghanistan  arose  from  the  ashes  of 
the  Safavid  and  Mughal  empires  of  Persia  and  India,  whose 
destructions  were  sparked  by  the  terrible  conqueror.  Nadir 
Shah  Af shari  (ruled  1736-47).  Nadir’s  aspire  stretched  from 
Georgia  and  Armenia  to  Delhi.  His  rule  was  tyrannical  and 
bloody  and  he  was  finally  assassinated  by  his  own  officers 
in  June  1747.  His  successor  to  the  throne  was  his  nephew, 
but  real  power  in  the  East  was  assumed  by  one  of  Nadir's 
generals,  Sardar  Ahmad  Khan  Abdali  of  the  Sadozai  clan.  At 
Qandahar  Ahmad  proclaimed  himself  Ahmad  Shah,  Bad shah,  Durr 
i Durran  (Emperor,  Pearl  of  Pearls).  Henceforth  the  Abdalis 
were  known  as  Durranls. 


Durrani  history  can  be  divided  Into  two  main  phases.  The

Ahmad  Shah.  During  his  reign  he  Invaded  Northern  India  six
